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EXAMINER INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



The undersigned wishes to thank Examiner Dang and SPE Wong for their time in discussing 
the Office Action dated March 12, 2009, in relation to the above-noted application on April 8, 
2009. Applicant wishes to make the substance of the telephone interview of record in the 
application file as detailed below. 



Examiner Dang, SPE Wong, and Applicant's representative, Mukundan Chakrapani 
(Registration No. 60,879), were present during the telephonic interview on April 8, 2009. 



The Office Action dated March 12, 2009, was discussed in general with respect to the 
embedded comments therein. Examiner Dang agreed to withdraw the Office Action with 
embedded comments and to issue a new Office Action. SPE Wong advised the Applicant's 
representative that this would set a new period for filing a Response. 



Claim 1 was discussed with respect to the input mode selector feature recited therein. The 
Applicant's representative explained how the claimed input mode selector was different from 
cited reference U.S. Patent No. 5,480,060 (Muurinen) based on Applicant's previous 
submissions. 



In addition, previous submissions and the case history were discussed with particular 
reference to previous rejections based on Muurinen. The Muurinen reference was discussed 
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in detail and its relevance to the issues raised in the Office Action dated March 12, 2009. 
Applicant's representative submitted that the basis for the rejections (inherent or obvious or 
explicit) were not provided in the Office Action dated March 12, 2009. Examiner Wong agreed 
that the Office Action of March 12, 2009 was deficient in this regard. 

Examiner Wong confirmed that Examiner Dang would issue a new Office Action clearly 
enunciating the U.S. Patent Office's position. 

Applicants await further Office Action in this matter.
